From  the  Alumni  Association  Board  President 

The  more  things  Change, 

the  more  they  stay  the  Same 

I  WAS  PRIVILEGED 

to  deliver  the  keynote  address 
to  the  freshmen  at  this  year’s 
Fall  Convocation.  Looking  at 
their  faces  during  my  speech, 

I  spoke  to  them  of  “their  world.” 

Although  they  won’t  wrest  con¬ 
trol  of  the  world  in  the  next 
decade,  they  will  assume  greater 
responsibility  with  each  passing 
year.  Whether  they  appreciate 
it  or  not,  this  is  something  that 
they  cannot  avoid. 

How  different  from  those 
days  before  the  counter-cultural 
revolution,  Vietnam,  and  space 
travel;  how  far  removed  from 
cell  phones,  PCs,  and  the  Inter¬ 
net.  As  I  spoke  to  the  new  Pumas,  I  wondered  how  willing  I  would  be  to  trade 
places  with  them,  facing  what  the  next  50  years  may  hold  for  them  and  for  us. 

And  yet,  seeing  their  bright-eyed  optimism,  I  couldn’t  help  but  hearken 
back  to  my  own  days  on  campus,  eager  to  learn,  make  new  friends,  cheer 
the  victories,  and  bemoan  the  losses.  Whoever  coined  the  phrase  “The  more 
things  change,  the  more  they  stay  the  same,”  knew  of  what  they  spoke. 

For  all  of  the  changes  time  has  brought  to  Saint  Joseph’s,  our  core  values 
have  remained  the  same  and  have  stood  the  test  of  time.  Just  ask  Fathers 
Kostka  and  McCarthy,  who  recently  celebrated  the  65th  anniversary  of  their 
ordinations.  Their  mission  and  their  devotion  to  the  College  have  never 
wavered  or  changed. 

Although  our  surroundings  may  change  over  time,  the  values  they 
embody  remain  the  same.  Structural  renovations  to  the  Arts  and  Science 
Building  laboratories  and  the  Robinson  Memorial  Library  have  helped  to 
reinforce  the  importance  of  an  SJC  education.  Other  recent  renovations  to 
the  Lourdes  Grotto,  Seifert  Hall,  and  Drexel  Hall  have  not  only  extended 
their  lives,  but  also  have  allowed  them  to  remain  as  visible  reminders  of  our 
days  when  we  studied,  lived,  and  prayed  within  their  walls.

One  of  the  duties  of  being  an  active 
Puma  alumnus/a  is  giving  back 
to  the  College  that  gave  you  so  much 
during  your  time  as  a  student.  Although 
financial  assistance  is  the  most  common 
way  of  giving  back,  there  are  other  gifts 
that  allow  alumni  to  use  the  skills  they 
learned  as  students.  One  of  these  ways 
is  to  become  a  career  mentor. 

Leslie  Hielema,  the  Director  for 
the  Center  for  Indiana  Partnerships,  has 
created  a  Career  Mentoring  Network 
for  alumni  interested  in  giving  back  to 
SJC  by  helping  a  fellow  Puma  find  his 
or  her  way  in  the  “real  world.” 

“The  Career  Mentoring  Network 
allows  students  to  search  a  database  of 
registered  alumni  and  contact  potential 
mentors  by  e-mail,”  Hielema  said.  “The 
commitment  level,  mode  of  communi¬ 
cation,  and  duration  of  the  mentoring 
relationship  is  left  up  to  the  student  and 
his  or  her  mentor  to  decide.”  Students 
will  be  able  to  search  the  database  and 
send  e-mail  to  alumni,  but  they  will 
not  have  access  to  contact  information 
unless  the  mentors  themselves  provide  it. 

Although  Hielema  ultimately 
would  enjoy  an  internship  or 
employment  outcome  of  a  relation¬ 
ship  begun  in  the  network,  her  first 


priority  is  to  provide  mentorship. 
“Mentorship  is  the  first  step  towards 
getting  your  foot  in  the  door,”  she  said. 

Mentoring  is  an  educational 
process  where  the  mentor  serves  as 
a  role  model  or  trusted  counselor  who 
provides  academic  or  career  guidance, 
insights  into  the  working  world,  and, 
most  importantly  in  Hielemas  project, 
networking  opportunities.  “Networking 
is  extremely  important  in  the  process  of 
young  graduates  searching  for  their  first 
jobs,”  she  said.  “42%  of  graduates  find 
jobs  through  networking.” 

In  addition  to  business  connec¬ 
tions,  students  will  benefit  from  the 
information,  encouragement,  and 
advice  they  receive  from  their  mentors. 
Mentor  responsibilities  include  helping 
students  set  career  goals,  providing  prac¬ 
tical  career  advice,  and  recommending 
or  creating  learning  opportunities. 

“At  SJC,  we  want  to  promote  pro¬ 
fessional  development  and  real-world 
experiences  for  our  students,”  Hielema 
said.  “Our  alumni  can  offer  students 
the  opportunity  to  build  beneficial  and 
interactive  relationships  that  will  help 
them  in  their  transition  from  school 
into  the  working  world.”

Rev.  Clarence  Williams,  C.PP.S.  73 


In  his  pre-college  years,  Rev.  Clarence 
Williams,  C.PP.S.  ‘73  was  looking 
for  a  way  to  make  a  difference.  He  came 
to  Saint  Joseph’s  College  because  of  the 
socially-minded  activities  available  to 
him;  he  thought  the  College  would  be  a 
place  he  could  find  many  opportunities 
to  reach  out  and  help  those 
around  him.  More  than  thirty 
years  later,  Williams  couldn’t 
have  been  more  right. 

As  the  Director  of 
Black  Catholic  Ministries  for 
the  Archdiocese  of  Detroit, 

Williams  is  given  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  every  day  to  help  the 
people  of  his  parish.  As  an 
educator,  he  established  the 
Institute  for  Recovery  from 
Racisms,  which  promotes 
racial  sobriety.  As  a  media 
communication  specialist,  he 
has  produced  three  national 
teleconferences  on  racism. 

As  a  cultural  communica¬ 
tion  specialist,  Williams  is 
the  co-founder  of  Building 
Bridges  in  Black  and  Brown, 
the  national  dialogue  between  the  African  American 
and  Hispanic  American  communities.  As  a  member 
of  the  Missionaries  of  the  Precious  Blood,  Williams 
regularly  reaches  out  to  those  often  forgotten  and  in  need. 

To  Williams,  who  dedicates  his  life  to  “racial  sobriety,” 
those  most  in  need  from  him  are  those  who  are  oppressed 
due  to  race  relations.  “To  end  the  sickness  of  racism,  you 
have  to  talk  yourselves  sober,”  he  said,  and  talking  is  just 
what  Williams  has  done.  He  has  given  workshops  and 
presentations  on  racism  throughout  the  nation  as  well  as 
in  Europe,  Africa,  and  South  America,  and  televises  his 
messages  in  order  to  reach  his  maximum  audience.  Of  the 
fourteen  media  productions  he’s  written,  produced,  hosted, 
and  directed  in  the  past  two  decades,  eleven  of  them  have 
enjoyed  national  and/or  international  coverage.  Among 
those  dispersed  around  the  world  are  Sister  Thea:  Her  Own 
Story,  a  nationally-aired,  one-hour  documentary  on  the  life 
of  Sister  Thea  Bowman;  the  ABC  National  Easter  Mass,  a  lit¬ 


urgy  produced  for  the  American  Bishops 
Conference  Catholic  Communication 
Campaign;  and  Tide  Beatification  of  Blessed 
Katharine  Drexel,  produced  in  Rome  for 
the  Sisters  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament.  In 
addition  to  his  media  productions  and 
teleconferences,  he  is  the  author  of  Racial 
Sobriety:  A  Journey  from 
Hurt  to  Healing,  Recovery 
from  Everyday  Racisms, 
and  People  of  the  Pyramids: 
The  National  Dialogue 
Between  the  African-Ameri¬ 
can  and  Hispanic! Latino 
Communities. 

Williams  is  not 
without  recognition  for 
the  compassion  that  comes 
naturally  to  him.  In  1997, 
he  was  awarded  the  “Keep 
the  Dream  Alive”  award 
from  St.  Anthony’s  Church 
in  Detroit,  where  he  served 
as  Pastor  for  fifteen  years. 
The  year  of  1999  held 
two  honors  for  Williams: 
the  “Dr.  King  Unity  and 
Peace”  award  from  St.  Mary 
Cathedral  in  Miami,  Florida,  and  the  “Archbishop  James 
Lyke”  award  from  the  Pan  African  Roman  Catholic  Clergy 
Conference. 

“Everything  I’m  doing  now  is  because  of  SJC,”  Wil¬ 
liams  said,  and  credits  much  of  his  success  to  the  morals 
and  values  he  learned  from  Rev.  Paul  White,  C.PP.S.  ’54. 
“Father  White  has  had  a  profound  impact  on  my  life.  He’s 
an  outstanding  role  model  and  mentor,  both  in  the  realm  of 
social  justice  and  that  of  the  priesthood,”  he  said. 

As  the  first  African-American  priest  ordained  in  his 
hometown  diocese  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in  1978,  Williams 
is  no  stranger  to  pioneering  his  way  through  unknown 
territories.  In  light  of  Hurricane  Katrina’s  recent  path  of 
destruction,  Williams  is  currently  coordinating  New 
Orleans  evacuation  efforts.  “The  people  who  lost  every¬ 
thing  in  the  wake  of  the  hurricane  are  in  need  of  something 
they  can  hold  on  to,”  he  said.  “They’re  looking  for  a  little 
religious  solace.”

Q:  What  are  your  fondest  memories  of  SJC? 

A:  For  me,  many  of  my  fondest  memories  are  directly 
related  to  football  at  Saint  Joseph’s.

The  newest  class  of  Pumas  didn’t  let 
the  heat  weigh  them  down  as  they 
moved  their  belongings  into  campus 
residence  halls  on  August  18,  kicking 
off  the  four-day  Freshman  Orientation 
weekend.  Students  had  little  time  to 
feel  homesick  as  they  attended  dances, 
met  with  seminar  groups,  participated 
in  Puma  Olympics,  and  picnicked  at 
Lake  Banet. 

Dean  of  Freshmen  Heidi  Rahe 
described  the  weekend  as  a  time  for 
new  students  to  explore  the  campus 
community  and  become  more  comfort¬ 
able  in  their  new  surroundings  before 
beginning  classes  on  Monday.  “When 
they  come  to  college,  freshmen  are 
leaving  many  years  of  familiar  routines 
at  home,  high  school,  and  their  usual 
environments  with  family  members, 
old  friends,  and  other  people  they 
know.  Their  support  people  are  now 


helping  from  a  distance,  by  phone  or 
mail,”  she  said.  “Making  this  change 
to  new  surroundings,  new  people,  and 
new  responsibilities  takes  time.” 

The  welcome  continued  into  the 
first  week  of  classes  and  concluded 
with  the  annual  Academic  Convoca¬ 
tion,  which  featured  a  special  address 
to  freshmen  from  keynote  speaker 
Stephen  Ligda  ’62,  the  retired  Direc¬ 
tor  of  Finance  and  Administration 
for  the  American  Association  of  Law 
Libraries.  Ligda,  also  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  the  President  of 
the  Alumni  Association,  reminded  the 
new  Pumas  that  the  “College  is  most 
definitely  a  two-way  path  to  success.” 
He  urged  students  to  meet  family 
members,  personal  responsibilities,  and 
the  college  experience  halfway.  “Meet 
Saint  Joseph’s  halfway  and  you  can  be 
more  than  halfway  to  success,”  he  said.

Computer  science  major  helps  "connect"  Katrina  victims

“Some  of  the  stories  we  heard 
really  moved  me  . . .  All  of  these  amaz¬ 
ing  people  look  to  us  as  if  we  are  their 
saviors,  giving  them  the  ability  to 
call  their  loved  ones  and  try  to  regain 
contact  with  the  people  in  their  lives 
that  they  love.” 

Senior  Computer  Science 
major  John  Whelan  recorded  the 
above  in  his  online  weblog  to  capture 
his  experiences  in  Louisiana  assisting 
the  victims  of  Hurricane  Katrina. 
Whelan  decided  he  was  capable  of 
assisting  the  people  of  New  Orleans  in 
the  aftermath  of  the  hurricane  upon 
hearing  about  how  a  combination 
of  wireless  and  Voice  over  Internet 
Protocol  (VoIP)  technology  would 
be  used  to  enable  those  at  shelters  to 
make  phone  calls  to  their  loved  ones. 

“I  heard  about  a  group  that  was 
planning  on  deploying  teams  to  set 
up  wireless  networks  to  the  affected 
area,”  Whelan  said.  “I  subscribed  to 


the  mailing  lists  and  talked  to  my  boss 
at  Infotex,  Matt  Jonkman,  who  also 
jumped  at  the  idea  of  helping.  An 
e-mail  came  through  from  Louisiana 
asking  for  help  in  getting  wireless  and 
VoIP  to  area  shelters,  and  Matt  and  I 
decided  to  respond.” 

The  pair  left  Lafayette,  Indiana, 
on  the  evening  of  September  5  around 
10:00  p.m.,  drove  straight  through, 
and  arrived  in  Rayville,  Louisiana, 
late  the  following  afternoon.  They 
then  set  up  camp  with  roughly  a 
dozen  other  volunteers  with  expertise 
in  wireless  Internet  service. 

Using  a  variety  of  donated 
equipment,  the  group  was  able  to 
set  up  wireless,  high-speed  Internet 
access  at  various  shelters.  Through  this 
network,  they  set  up  VoIP  technology 
and  deployed  banks  of  phones.  “VoIP 
lets  us  send  voice  telephone  calls  over 
the  Internet,”  Whelan  explained, 
“allowing  people  to  call  anywhere  in 
the  U.S.  or  Canada  for  free.” 

Whelan  believes  the  lessons  he 
has  learned  professionally  and  the  way 


he  has  grown  personally  have  been 
nothing  short  of  amazing.  “I  learned 
a  lot  about  wireless  networking  that  I 
didn’t  already  know,  and  I  also  learned 
more  about  VoIP  deployments  that  I 
will  take  with  me  in  my  career.” 

However,  it  was  in  the  ability  to 
help  make  a  difference  for  the  people 
at  these  shelters  that  he  experienced 
the  most  growth  in  character  and 
spirituality.  “I  knew  immediately 
upon  arrival  that  my  decision  to  go 
was  the  right  one,”  he  said.  “Being 
able  to  help  these  people,  to  hear 
their  stories  of  survival,  was  amazing. 
They  told  us  how  the  simple  ability  to 
make  phone  calls  to  their  loved  ones 
was  an  incredible  thing  for  them.  It 
felt  good  to  connect  people.  Not  only 
was  it  a  learning  experience,  but  it 
was  a  spiritual  one,  as  well.  This  was 
definitely  a  case  where  I  felt  I  was 
doing  the  Lord’s  work.”

com.  SJC  was  an  institution  highlighted  for  the  region  for 
the  second  year  in  a  row,  and  is  one  of  1 58  schools  on  the  site 
receiving  the  “Best  in  the  Midwest”  designation. 

“The  annual  update  of  our  ’Best  Midwestern  College’ 
profiles  generates  a  surge  of  attention,  awareness,  and  discus¬ 
sion  of  colleges  featured  as  the  best  in  the  nation,  from  both 
the  news  media  and  the  highly  coveted  audience  of  parents 
and  students,”  said  Publisher  and  Editorial  Director  for  the 
Princeton  Review  Robert  Franek.

Class  of  2004  Alumni  Career  Survey

Now  that  the  members  of  the  Class  of  2005  have  gradu¬ 
ated  and  entered  the  “real  world,”  they  are  ready  to  put 
to  the  test  the  job  skills  and  life  lessons  they’ve  experienced  at 
Saint  Joseph’s  College. 

As  SJC’s  newest  graduates  begin  the  next  phase  of  their 
lives,  they  can  find  encouragement  and  strength  in  numbers  - 
literally.  The  Career  Development  Center  released  the  results 
of  the  SJC  Class  of  2004  Alumni  Career  Survey  this  May. 
Highlights  of  the  survey  include: 


2004  graduates  was  through  networking.  Over  40%  of  the 

class  obtained  their  employment  through  networking. 

14%  of  the  Class  of  2004  reported  acceptance  to  gradu¬ 
ate/professional  school  before  graduating  from  SJC.  A 

sampling  of  graduate  schools  attended  include:  Columbia 
University,  Indiana  University  School  of  Medicine,  The  Ohio 
State  School  of  Medicine,  The  Chicago  School  of  Professional 
Psychology,  Valparaiso  University  School  of  Law,  Purdue 
University,  Ball  State  University,  and  Saint  Xavier  University. 


98%  of  the  Class  of  2004  was  employed  full-time  or  in 
graduate  school  within  ten  months  of  graduation.  This  com¬ 
pares  with  the  96%  figure  from  the  Class  of  2003. 

90%  of  SJC’s  Class  of  2004  reported  that  they  secured 
employment  in  their  field  of  choice  within  ten  months 
of  graduation. 

Over  65%  of  students  from  the  Class  of  2004  reported 
participating  in  internships  while  enrolled  at  SJC. 

78%  of  the  Class  of  2004  reported  being  either  “satis¬ 
fied”  or  “extremely  satisfied”  with  their  careers  within  ten 
months  of  graduation. 

The  most  effective  method  of  securing  employment  for 


■  The  Class  of  2004  experienced  an  increase  in  entry-level 
salaries  in  many  of  SJC’s  majors.  This  is  consistent  with  a 
national  study  conducted  by  the  National  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Employers  (NACE).

Ilicia  Sprey,  Assistant  Professor  of  History,  recently

Through  a  Central  College  Travel  Grant  and  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  faculty  development  funds,  Dixon  was  able 
to  spend  two  weeks  in  the  Yucatan  Peninsula  in  July  and 
August.  While  there,  he  conducted  archival  and  archaeo¬ 
logical  research  for  the  Core  Program  and  interviews  useful 
for  assessing  the  abroad  campus  in  use  in  Merida.  Also  in 
August,  he  and  his  co-author  submitted  their  manuscript 
entitled  A  Balm  in  Gilead  to  Baylor  University  Press.  The 
manuscript  is  an  anthology  of  pro-civil  rights  sermons 
between  1954-1965. 


John  Nichols,  National  Endowment  for  the 

Humanities  Distinguished  Teaching  Professor,  participated 
in  a  training  workshop  in  May  to  be  able  to  serve  as  a  sys¬ 
tems  appraiser  in  the  regional  accreditor’s  Academic  Quality 
Improvement  Program.  Also  in  May,  he  conducted  a  day¬ 
long  workshop  entitled  “The  Spirituality  of  the  Pslams”  for 
thirty-five  men  and  women  from  the  Lafayette  Diocese  who 
are  preparing  to  serve  as  ecclesial  lay  ministers,  as  well  as  for 
some  diocesan  staff  members. 

In  September,  he  was  asked  by  the  Association  of 
American  Colleges  and  Universities  to  be  co-director  of  a 
conference  in  Colorado  to  discuss  common  interests  and 
possible  collaborations  on  the  issue  of  accountability  in 
higher  education.  The  conference  gathered  together  for  the 
first  time  twenty-five  representatives  of  accrediting  agencies 
and  top  higher  education  officials  from  various  states. 


Dave  Dixon,  Assistant  Professor  of  Political 
Science,  attended  the  Kellogg  Institute  Political  Science 
Regional  Workshop  in  May,  inviting  participants  to  com¬ 
ment  on  works  in  progress  by  faculty  and  graduate  students 
at  the  University  of  Notre  Dame,  Northwestern  University, 
and  Michigan  State  University. 

In  fune,  in  his  capacity  as  Academic  Associate  at  the 
Atlantic  Council,  he  participated  in  discussions  on  U.N. 


Todd  Samra,  Choir  Director,  sang  a  voice  recital 
in  September  at  Trinity  English  Lutheran  Church  in  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana.  As  part  of  the  “Fridays  in  September’’ 
installment,  the  church  hosted  a  concert  each  Friday  of 
the  month  featuring  a  different  soloist.  Samra  performed 
works  by  Johann  Sebastian  Bach,  Johannes  Brahms,  Anton 
Dvorak,  and  Vaughan  Williams. 
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There  are  a  lot  of  renovations  that  have  been  or  are  being 
done  on  campus  these  past  few  years  and  I  know  the  Stra¬ 
tegic  Plan  calls  for  more.  Would  you  talk  about  that ?  Why 
not  just  build  new  buildings ? 

MILLS:  You  ask  a  complex  question.  There  are  times  when 
a  new  building  is  the  way  to  go,  such  as  when  we  built  the 
Core  Education  Center,  and  times  when  renovations  are  in 
order,  as  when  we  redid  the  Cafeteria,  the  main  reference 
room  of  the  Robinson  Memorial  Library,  and  Seifert  Hall. 

How  do  you  decide  which  to  do ? 

M:  There  are  some  key  questions.  First,  whatever  the  con¬ 
dition,  you  need  to  ask  if  there  is  enough  existing  space 
for  a  given  activity.  The  Core  Education  Center  is  a  good 
example  ol  new  space  that  didn’t  exist  anywhere  on  campus. 
We  needed  that  special  academic  space.  A  second  question 
is  the  condition  of  potential  buildings  to  be  renovated.  Are 
they  otherwise  sound  so  that  it  makes  sense  long-term  to 
put  new  money  into  them?  Finally,  there  is  cost.  Under 
certain  circumstances,  renovation  can  be  a  cost-effective 
way  to  go  -  both  the  initial  renovation  and  the  ongoing 
operations. 

Would  you  talk  more  about  costs ? 

M:  The  goal  is  to  increase  costs  as  little  as  possible.  Higher 
education  is  already  expensive  without  deliberately  driving 
up  the  costs  unnecessarily.  Take  the  renovations  done  to 
Seifert  Hall  last  summer.  The  going  price  for  residence 
hall  construction  is  about  $40,000  per  bed.  One  hundred 
beds  sets  you  back  $4,000,000;  Seifert  Hall  has  about  one 
hundred  beds.  We  renovated  it,  including  air  conditioning, 
for  about  $500,000.  That  is  $5,000  per  bed.  Seifert  Hall 
is  ready  to  go  for  another  couple  of  decades.  That  kind  of 
savings  is  one  reason  we  don’t  increase  room  charges  much. 
Another  example  is  the  renovations  that  occurred  in  the 
Arts  and  Science  Building  over  the  past  two  summers.  We 
renovated  and  air  conditioned  four  laboratories,  six  class¬ 
rooms,  and  offices.  We  also  renovated  the  support  facili¬ 
ties  within  the  building.  All  told,  perhaps  we  did  13,000 
square  feet.  Currently,  the  direct  and  indirect  costs  of  new 
construction  for  laboratories  and  classrooms  are  approach-

ing  $200  per  square  foot.  If  we  had  built  anew,  that  would 
have  been  perhaps  $2,600,000.  We  did  it  with  the  help  of 
Lilly  Endowment  for  $450,000. 

Other  than  the  actual  renovation  costs  themselves,  are  there 
any  other  savings  to  be  had  by  renovation ? 

M:  Yes.  Even  if  the  costs  were  identical  for  new  as  compared 
to  renovated  construction,  there  is  often,  in  renovation, 
major  savings  in  the  cost  of  operation.  The  rule  of  thumb 
is  that  it  takes  about  $4.00  per  square  foot  per  year  to  oper¬ 
ate  a  building  in  direct  and  indirect  costs  for  things  like 
utilities,  custodial  services,  insurance,  and  maintenance. 
Put  up  a  25,000-square-foot  building  and  you  incur  for  the 
foreseeable  future  about  $100,000  in  new  operating  costs 
every  year.  Whatever  your  costs,  they  don’t  often  go  up  as 
much  in  renovated  space.  It  is  already  serviced  by  utilities 
and  cleaned,  et  cetera. 

How  does  renovated  space  tie  into  the  Strategic  Plan ? 

M:  Saint  Joseph’s  College  plans  to  remain  an  affordable 
small  liberal  arts  college.  Though  new,  different,  and 
expanded  facilities  are  needed,  it  doesn’t  make  sense  to 
provide  them  while,  at  the  same  time,  becoming  too  expen¬ 
sive  for  people  to  attend.  We  are  blessed  with  a  number 
of  strong,  well-made  buildings  gifted  to  us  over  a  century 
by  our  Missionaries,  alumni,  parents,  and  friends.  Where 
we  can,  we  need  to  recycle  those  buildings  for  the  sake  of 
our  current  students  and  those  to  come.  Money  is  better 
spent  on  salaries  for  excellent  teaching  and  scholarships  to 
make  it  possible  for  more  to  afford  to  say  “yes"  to  an  SJC 
education. 

Do  you  ever  foresee  the  need for  new  construction ? 

M:  Yes,  in  those  circumstances  when  we  don’t  have  the 
existing  square  footage  for  an  activity.  A  good  example  is 
when  and  if  we  run  out  of  residence  hall  space.  Another  is 
possibly  athletic  space.  The  Fieldhouse  was  built  in  1941 
when  we  had  four  varsity  teams  -  we  now  have  eighteen. 
Though  we  have  the  Hanson  Recreation  Center,  things  are 
crowded.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Theatre  is  a  wonderful 
example  of  good  existing  space  ripe  for  renovation,  as  are 
the  remaining  parts  of  the  Robinson  Memorial  Library. 


Lilly  Endowment  offers  second 
round  of  strengthening 
philanthropy  initiative  for  Indiana 
colleges  and  universities 

In  June,  Lilly  Endowment  Inc.  announced  a 
second  phase  of  its  Initiative  to  Strengthen  Philan¬ 
thropy  for  Indiana  Higher  Education  Institutions. 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  will  be  eligible  to  receive  up  to  $  1 
million  on  a  $  1  -for-$  1  matching  basis,  a  similar  oppor¬ 
tunity  that  was  offered  to  the  College  three  years  ago. 

In  2002,  the  Endowment  challenged  Indiana 
colleges  and  universities  to  raise  funds  for  academic 
purposes  through  the  Initiative  to  Strengthen  Board 
Commitment  and  the  Special  Initiative  to  Strengthen 
Philanthropy  for  Indiana  Higher  Education  Institu¬ 
tions.  They  offered  grants  of  up  to  $1  million  and 
up  to  $3.5  million  respectively,  subject  to  a  $  1  -to-$  1 
match  from  the  Endowment. 

Participating  institutions  raised  more  than 
$140  million  through  the  two  programs.  “We  were  so 
pleased  with  the  results  of  these  efforts  and  hope  that 
this  second  phase  will  build  on  that  momentum,” 
said  Sara  B.  Cobb,  Endowment  Vice  President  for 
Education.  “It  appears  that  the  matching  aspect  of  the 
initiatives  helped  these  schools  raise  more  funds  from 
their  boards  of  directors,  staff  and  faculty,  students, 
parents,  alumni,  and  friends. 

With  this  new  initiative,  each  Indiana  college 
and  university  invited  to  participate  will  be  offered  an 
opportunity  to  receive  an  amount  of  matching  funds 
based  on  the  extent  of  success  of  the  institution  in  the 
previous  two  initiatives.  The  funds  raised  to  meet  the 
match  may  come  from  any  private  source  (although 
no  more  than  25  percent  of  the  funds  from  any  one 
source  will  be  counted  for  the  match). 

All  gifts  must  be  paid  in  full  during  the  match¬ 
ing  period  which  concludes  December  31,  2006.

SJC  biology  professor,  student  present 
research  findings  at  5th  world  congress 
of  herpetology  in  South  Africa 


For  SJC  Professor  of  Biology 
Dr.  Bob  Brodman  and  biology 
student  Cassy  Fowler,  summer  vacation 
was  not  a  time  for  rest  and  relaxation. 
Instead,  it  was  a  time  for  studying, 
preparation,  and  work.  The  two  had 
much  information  to  prepare  and 
results  to  tally  from  an  ongoing  biol¬ 
ogy  research  project  before  present¬ 
ing  their  findings  at  the  5th  World 
Congress  of  Herpetology  convention 
in  South  Africa. 

The  project  they  presented  con¬ 


cerned  the  living  situations  of  amphib¬ 
ians.  SJC  students  from  several  of 


Brodman’s  biology  classes  assisted  with 
the  research,  which  was  conducted  in 


various  wetlands  throughout  Jasper 
County.  Their  findings  showed  that 
amphibians  living  in  large  clusters 
(fifteen  or  more  nearby  groups  of 
wetlands)  contain  a  greater  amount 
of  species  diversity  and  can  expect  a 
significantly  longer  life  span  than  those 
amphibians  whose  wetland  clusters 
have  been  fragmented  or  isolated.  “The 
point  of  these  conferences  is  to  pres¬ 
ent  information  and  allow  others  to 
give  you  pointers,  feedback,  and  other 
suggestions  to  further  your  research,” 
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Brodman  said.  “There  were  about  400 
other  herpetologists  in  attendance,  so  I 
received  some  worthwhile  feedback.” 

The  trip,  however,  did  not  include 
only  research  presentations:  Brodman 
and  Fowler  were  able  to  take  several 
tours  in  which  they  explored  African 
habitats,  searching  for  amphibian  and 
reptile  species.  The  first  of  their  tours 
consisted  of  a  nine-day  excursion  of 
the  South  African  coast  stretching  from 


Cape  Point  to  the  Kalahari  Desert  where 
they  explored  various  state  parks  and 
forest  preserves  in  search  of  amphibians 
and  reptiles. 

They  were  also  able  to  visit  the 
grounds  of  the  DeBeers  diamond  mines 
and  search  for  animal  specimens.  “We 
stayed  in  the  actual  huts  on  the  beach 
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that  the  divers  stay  in,  and  we  collected 
some  great  information  and  specimens 
to  bring  back  for  study,”  Brodman  said. 
Pioneers  in  their  endeavors,  Brodman 
and  Fowler  helped  to  create  new  scien¬ 
tific  records,  as  the  area  had  never  been 
subjected  to  scientific  study.  “Because 
of  this  opportunity,”  he  said,  “we 
have  submitted  32  new  records  to  the 
Southern  African  Reptile  Conservation 
Assessment  project.” 

Fowler,  the  first  student  Brod¬ 
man  has  ever  taken  on  a  trip  of  this 
sort,  has  already  seen  the  benefits  of 
her  international  exposure.  Recently 
accepted  to  the  School  of  Veterinary 
Medicine  at  Purdue  University  in  West 
Lafayette,  Indiana,  Fowler’s  experience 
in  South  Africa  has  left  her  questioning 
her  future  career.  “I  had  been  leaning 
toward  equine  veterinary  medicine,  but 
because  of  contacts  I  made  in  Africa, 
I  may  have  a  chance  to  go  back  there 
and  work  with  a  herpetology  veterinar¬ 
ian.  I’m  also  now  considering  going 
on  to  earn  my  Ph.D.  after  vet  school 
so  that  I  can  perform  clinical  studies,” 
she  said. 

The  5th  World  Congress  of  Her¬ 
petology  was  the  first  world  congress 
Brodman  had  ever  attended.  Although 
the  world  congress  meetings  only  take 
place  every  three  to  five  years,  there  are 
national  meetings  that  commence  more 
often.  Brodman  plans  to  bring  stu¬ 
dents  along  to  next  summer’s  national 
meeting  who  are  hoping  for  the  same 
experience  Fowler  received  this  year. 

Although  Brodman  has  visited 
Brazil  and  Mexico  and  has  plans  to 
take  a  similar  trip  to  New  Zealand  and 
Australia  in  the  very  near  future,  he 
believes  that  visiting  South  Africa  was 
a  unique  experience  and  one  he  will 
never  forget.  “When  I  was  a  kid  and 
visited  the  zoo,  the  African  animals 
were  always  my  favorites,  and  my  idea 
of  ‘wildlife’  derived  from  that,”  Brod¬ 
man  said.  “Seeing  all  my  childhood 
favorites  first-hand  in  their  real  habitats 
made  the  trip  special,  and  mixing  some¬ 
thing  I  loved  as  a  child  with  the  science 
I  love  as  an  adult  meant  a  lot  to  me.”

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DREXEL  HALL  IS  THE  OLDEST  COLLEGE  STRUCTURE 
still  standing,  dating  back  117  years.  It  all  began  in  1888 
when  (Saint)  Katharine  Drexel,  the  daughter  of  a  wealthy 
Philadelphia  banker  and  philanthropist,  provided  $50,000 
to  commission  the  building  of  the  St.  Josephs  Indian  Normal 
School.  Her  dream  was 
realized  when  the  first 
Indians  arrived,  princi¬ 
pally  from  the  Lakota 
Sioux,  Ojibwa,  and 
Menominee  tribes, 
to  learn  the  language 
and  culture  of  the  new 
Americans.  The  idea 
was  that  they  would 
return  to  their  tribes 
as  teachers  of  cultural 
change,  adaptations 
of  the  Indians  to  the 
ways  of  the  Church 
and  the  conquering 
culture.  Due  to  a  lack 
of  government  funds, 
the  Indian  Normal 
School  closed  in  1896 
and  became  a  mission 
house  for  the  Society  of  the  Precious  Blood  (C.PP.S.).  The 
building  was  donated  by  the  C.PP.S.  to  the  College  in  1921, 
later  to  be  remodeled  and  opened  as  a  residence  hall  in  1937, 
renamed  as  Drexel  Hall. 

Drexel  Hall  is  among  the  first  sites  ever  named  to  the 
National  Register  of  Historic  Places,  a  distinction  pursued 
by  Congressman  Charles  Halleck  and  awarded  in  1973. 
Five  years  later,  the  community  saw  its  unfortunate  closing 
due  to  a  decrease  in  enrollment  and  the  costs  of  extensive 


maintenance  required  for  residential  living.  The  building  was 
listed  for  five  consecutive  years  as  one  of  Historic  Landmarks 
Foundation  of  Indiana’s  “Top  Ten  Most  Endangered”  struc¬ 
tures  beginning  in  1999.  Renovation  efforts  were  initiated  in 
2003,  removing  Drexel  Hall  from  the  Endangered  list  and 

began  a  chain  of  events 
that,  two  years  later,  led 
to  the  grand  reopen¬ 
ing  of  the  first  floor. 

The  renovated 
first  floor  is  now  home 
to  the  Rensselaer  Adult 
Learning  Center,  pro¬ 
viding  GED  prepara¬ 
tion,  in  addition  to 
literacy  and  English 
as  a  Second  Language 
(ESL)  programs,  to 
the  local  community. 
Theoretically  coming 
full  circle,  Katharine 
Drexel’s  dream  of 
reaching  out  to  the 
marginalized  is  realized 
once  again  through  the 
educational  services 
provided  by  the  Rensselaer  Adult  Learning  Center  in  the 
hallowed  space  now  known  as  Drexel  Hall. 

The  grand  history  surrounding  Drexel  Hall  holds 
many  audiences  captive  and  brings  to  the  surface  old 
memories  of  those  who  knew  the  building  in  its  heyday 
or  trespassed  the  premises  in  the  dark  of  night  during 
its  abandonment.  The  silhouette  of  Drexel  Hall  has 
long  overlooked  the  College,  and  with  its  renovation, 
will  remain  a  part  of  the  rich  history  for  years  to  come.

All  roads  lead  to  Rensselaer 
for  pair  of  running  backs 


The  state  of  Indiana  has  long  been 
referred  to  as  “The  Crossroads  of 
America.'’  Rarely  has  it  been  more  true  than 
this  fall  in  Rensselaer,  as  running  backs 
Kevin  Maurice  and  Marcus  Jones,  after 
taking  wildly  different  paths  in  their  colle¬ 
giate  playing  careers,  have  wound  up  in  the 
same  backfield  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College. 

Maurice,  a  native  of  Miami,  Florida, 
began  his  collegiate  career  at  Eastern  Ari¬ 
zona  Junior  College,  where  he  rushed  for 
700  yards  and  seven  touchdowns  in  2002. 
He  then  transferred  to  the  University  of 
Texas-El  Paso,  where  he  red  shirted  the 
2003  season  before  playing  just  one  game 
in  the  2004  campaign. 

“I  got  hurt  and  fell  through  the 
depth  chart  a  little  bit,”  Maurice  recalled. 
“I  had  to  keep  things  realistic  and  think 
about  what  was  best  for  me,  so  I  decided 
to  transfer.  The  coaching  staff  (at  UTEP) 
was  fine  with  it,  and  even  helped  me  find 
other  schools.  That’s  something  that  might 
not  happen  at  most  schools.” 


It  was  through  Maurice’s  own 
research,  however,  that  he  settled  on  Saint 
Joseph's  and  decided  to  give  first-year  head 
coach  Lou  Esposito  a  phone  call. 

“He  just  called  us  up  one  day,  intro¬ 
duced  himself,  and  asked  if  he  could  try 
to  play  for  us,”  Esposito  said.  “We  did 
some  research  on  him  after  that,  and  (SJC 
special  teams  coordinator)  Matt  St.  Ger¬ 
main  knew  one  of  his  coaches  at  UTEP, 
so  we  were  able  to  find  out  a  lot  about  him.” 

Maurice  said  SJC’s  recent  success  (a 
7-4  record  in  2004)  initially  turned  him 
on  to  the  school,  but  it  was  Esposito’s 
sincerity  and  candor  that  won  him  over  in 
that  initial  conversation. 

“I  browsed  around  the  Internet  and 
saw  that  Saint  Joseph’s  had  had  a  decent 
record  last  year,”  Maurice  said.  “I  gave 
Coach  Lou  a  call  and  it  seemed  like  we 
instantly  got  along.  In  that  phone  call,  I 
trusted  him  more  than  some  of  the  coaches 
I  met  face-to-face  with.” 

Maurice’s  preconceived  notions 


about  the  level  of  play  in  Division  II 
vanished  once  he  took  the  field  for  spring 
practice. 

“Spring  ball  helped  a  lot,”  he  men¬ 
tioned.  “It  showed  me  the  standards  the 
coaches  have  and  helped  me  get  to  know 
the  players  and  gain  rapport  with  the 
coaches,  as  well  as  learn  a  new  offense.  I 
picked  up  some  things  I  could  work  on 
over  the  summer,  so  I  could  come  to  camp 
and  be  ready  to  roll. 

“The  players  here  are  better  than  I 
thought  they  would  be.  Football  is  football 
no  matter  what  level  you’re  at  -  you  can’t 
take  Division  II  for  granted.  The  only  dif¬ 
ference  between  Division  I  and  Division 
II  is  money  and  depth.  Some  of  these  guys 
could  start  at  a  place  like  UTEP;  they  just 
happened  to  end  up  at  Saint  Joseph’s.” 

Jones  also  hails  from  Florida,  coming 
from  St.  Augustine.  His  travels  then  took 
him  north  to  Piscataway,  New  Jersey,  where 
he  had  signed  to  play  at  Rutgers  University.

Division  I  Exhibitions,  trip  to  Hawaii  highlight  basketball  schedules 


For  the  second  straight  season,  the  Saint  Joseph's  College 
men’s  and  women’s  basketball  teams  will  be  starting  the 
season  with  exhibition  match  ups  against  Division  I  opponents. 

SJC’s  men’s  team,  heading  into  its  fourth  season  under 
head  coach  Line  Darner,  begins  the  season  with  three  exhibition 
games,  the  first  of  which  is  November  4  at  Indiana  University 
at  8  p.m.  A  start  time  has  not  yet  been  set.  SJC  then  travels  to 
Indiana  University-Purdue  University-Indianapolis  November 
3  for  a  7  p.m.  start  before  playing  the  University  of  Illinois- 
Chicago  on  November  9  at  a  time  yet  to  be  determined. 

The  Lady  Pumas,  meanwhile,  will  take  the  court  at  Indi¬ 
ana  University-Purdue  University-Fort  Wayne  November  5  at 
a  time  yet  to  be  determined.  On  November  12,  SJC  travels  to 
Valparaiso  University  for  a  5  p.m.  tip-off.  SJC  is  preparing  to 
begin  its  first  season  under  head  coach  Amy  Siegel. 

SJC’s  men  will  also  be  playing  two  games  in  Hawaii 


December  20-21  in  the  Hoop  N  Surf  Classic.  The  Pumas 
take  on  West  Virginia  State  University  on  December 
20  and  Catawba  College  (North  Carolina)  on  Decem¬ 
ber  21,  with  both  games  starting  at  noon  Hawaii  time. 

The  Pumas’  Great  Lakes  Valley  Conference  schedule 
has  been  altered  with  the  addition  of  three  new  teams  to  the 
GLVC  (Drury,  Rockhurst,  Missouri-Rolla).  The  league  will  be 
split  into  East  and  West  Divisions  this  season,  with  each  team 
playing  the  teams  in  its  own  division  twice  and  the  opposite 
division  once  for  a  total  of  19  league  games. 

SJC  is  in  the  Eastern  Division  with  Bellarmine,  India¬ 
napolis,  Kentucky  Wesleyan,  Lewis,  Northern  Kentucky,  and 
Wisconsin-Parkside.  The  Western  Division  consists  of  Drury, 
Missouri-Rolla,  Missouri-St.  Louis,  Quincy,  Rockhurst,  SIU- 
Edwardsville,  and  Southern  Indiana.

He  was  the  second-leading  rusher  for  the 
Scarlet  Knights  as  a  freshman,  gaining  327 
yards,  including  a  103-yard  performance 
against  West  Virginia.  The  next  season, 
however,  he  saw  his  playing  time  diminish 
to  just  19  carries.  Following 
that,  a  falling-out  with  the 
coaching  staff  led  Jones  to 
leave  the  Rutgers  program. 

Esposito  was  contacted 
about  Jones  by  Western 
Michigan  head  coach  Bill 
Cubit,  who  was  the  offen¬ 
sive  coordinator  at  Rutgers 
when  Jones  joined  the  squad 
and  also  coached  Esposito’s 
younger  brother,  Mike,  who 
was  an  offensive  lineman  for 
the  Knights. 

“Coach  Cubit  was  the 
first  one  to  tell  me  about 
him,”  Esposito  pointed  out. 

“Shortly  after  that,  Marcus 
contacted  me  and  said  he 
wasn’t  happy  at  Rutgers  and 
wanted  to  make  a  change.” 

Jones,  who  had  been 
out  of  football  for  more  than 
a  year,  began  to  feel  the  urge 
to  get  on  the  field  again  and 
was  convinced  by  Cubit  to 
give  the  sport  another  try  at 
Saint  Joseph’s. 

“I  had  lost  the  love 
for  the  game,”  Jones  said. 

“I  just  went  to  school  for 
a  year  and  a  half,  but  after 
a  while,  I  did  start  to  miss 
it.  I  called  my  high  school 
coach  and  Coach  Cubit  to 
see  if  they  could  find  me 
another  school.  I  trust  them 
both  a  lot.  They  know  the 
way  I  play,  and  Coach  Cubit 
has  seen  what  I  can  do  at  the 
college  level. 

“Coach  Cubit  talked 
to  me  about  Coach  Esposito, 
and  more  than  anything 
told  me  about  his  character 
and  what  kind  of  person  he 
is.  Since  Coach  Cubit  knew 


him,  I  kind  of  felt  like  I  knew  him.  My 
high  school  coach  came  up  with  some  other 
teams,  but  I  wasn’t  really  interested  in  any 
other  school  after  I  talked  to  Coach  Lou.” 

The  two  entered  into  a  backfield 


already  rife  with  talent.  Junior  Demarreo 
Campbell  and  sophomore  Greg  Ford 
return  after  splitting  time  at  the  running 
back  position  for  the  Pumas  last  year,  com¬ 
bining  for  13  touchdowns  and  more  than 
1,200  yards  on  the  ground 
in  an  offense  that  also  gained 
nearly  2,500  passing  yards 
last  season. 

“We  feel  like  we  have 
four  number  ones  at  run¬ 
ning  back,”  Esposito  said. 
“Marcus  and  Kevin  have 
looked  great,  but  Demarreo 
and  Greg  are  playing  lights- 
out  as  well.  It’s  a  good  prob¬ 
lem  to  have,  because  they 
all  bring  something  to  the 
table.  A  lot  of  it  will  depend 
on  match  ups. 

“We’ll  ride  whoever’s 
hot,  but  they  will  all  get  the 
opportunity  to  get  on  the 
field,  whether  it’s  at  running 
back,  receiver,  or  on  special 
teams.” 

The  newcomers  have 
welcomed  the  competition 
in  the  hopes  that  it  leads  to 
success  for  the  team. 

“There’s  going  to  be 
competition  anywhere  you 
go,”  Jones  stated.  “I  feel  like 
we’re  all  getting  along  well, 
and  we  re  making  each  other 
better.  Each  of  us  has  his 
own  talents  and  can  be  used 
in  many  different  ways,  but 
each  of  us  has  the  same  goal 
—  we  want  to  win.” 

“It’s  a  good  thing 
I  came  in  the  spring,”  Mau¬ 
rice  pointed  out.  “I  realized 
early  on  that  one  running 
back  can’t  do  it  alone.
